A new Junta, headed by Sanchez 


Cerro, vras formed and sworn in. It 
displaced both the vestiges of the 
11-year dictatorship of the deposec 
president, Augusto B. Leguia, and 
the junta of General Manuel Maria 
Ponce, members of which Monday 
forced the president's resignation. 


Arriving bv airplane yesterday 


from Arequipa. Lieutenant Colonel 
Sanchez received an ovation from 
hundreds of his countrymen. He 
landed to the strains of the national 
anthem and was lifted to the should- 
ers of admirers and carried nearly 
three rciles. 


At the government house he ap- 


peared on a balcony and thanked 
the populace for the demonstration, 
saying he vras convinced he had 
done his duty by revolting against 
the Lesruia government. In conclu- 
sion he mentioned that he termed 
territorial mutilations suffered by 
Peru during President Leguia's ad- 
ministration, what was taken as 
reference to the Tacna Arica treaty 
in which Arica was ceded to Chile.

about the biggest factor in the en- 
couragement of came propagation 
and protection. We need pubh'city 
and lots of it- Everybody reads the 
papers and their contents cause the 
public to think seriously on subjects 
like conservation. 
I have been 


asked to- say a few words on the 
commendable attempts of a certain 
few Individuals to get the Ring-neck 
pheasants started in "Wisconsin. 


This fine bird is slowly but surely 


getting a foothold in the state, as it 
Is in some of the other states. It 
is being seen regularly along the 
highways by passing car driTers- 
Just last Sunday I saw them on 
three different roads in Brown-co. I 
saw several on the road which runs 
by L. H. Barkhausen's big 
game 


sanctuary on the west shore of 
Green Bay; also I saw them on 78 
from Door-co and even along the 
much traveled 41 in the Fox river 
valley. The increasing 
frequency 


with which these birds are being 
seen indicates a healthy increase in 
their numbers, and we may be as- 
sured of one thing: we are going to 
have plenty of them after other up- 
land game birds of the covers have 
disappeared. Let's all help the good 
cause along by 
protecting 
these 


birds and particularly, by 
feeding 


them thjy cQpaias winter. If we do 
that, in a couple of yean we shall 
have them fa profusioa all about 
us. Xow let us see what ha* been 
done in Pennsylvania, for example.

Only 2.096 pheas- 
ants were purchased In 1915, and 
with 2(2,355 sportsmen afield that 
year.

By 
1520. when 4,062 pheasants were pur- 
chased and released, 4S2.240 sports- 
men were afield and 23.000 of these 
birds were killed. During 1929 slight- 
ly over 9.000 birds were released, 
the majority of which were raised 
at the state game farms, by refuge 
keepers and by sportsmen.

Giblin said he bought liquor for 


a conference and told Rails he hac 
a plan to get control of gambling 
in Miami if the governor would re- 
move the present sheriff. He saie 
he would be willing to pay §100,000 
but that he supposed nothing could 
be done until after the 1932 election. 


Giblin said Rails told him he knew 


of three men who were "sore'1 with 
the governor and ready "to bump 
firm off." At a further" meeting, Gib- 
lin said Rails.told him it had been 
planned by "those three men to pay 
a gunman $7,500. 


Giblin said it had been prearrang- 


ed that he was to make the gamb- 
ling proposition to draw out the al- 
leged plotters. He said at the in- 
stance of friends of the 
governor 


and officials who had been Informed 
of the alleged plot two secret ser- 
vice men were assigned to the case 
but before he could get them Into 
a room where he had arranged for 
voice recording machine 
evidence, 


the sheriffs office swooped down, 
arrested the three "and spilled the 
beans."

New safety rules went into 


effect at the Xaiional Air races to- 
day as the result of the accident 
which cost two lives yesterday. 


In hopes of preventing any fur 


ther tragedies such as occurree 
when a racing navy plane fell near 
hundreds of spectators, County Coro- 
ner Herman Bundesen ordered two 
large blocks of bleachers either torn 
down or left -unoccupied. 


The bleachers are near the'pylon 


where racing pT^nes swing arounc 
the field and not far from where the 
navy plane fell yesterday, killing 
the pilot.. Lieut. J. P. Deshazo, anc 
Louis Weiner, a race concession- 
aire. 


The coroner also decreed that rac- 


ers must finish their dashes In nor- 
mal positions, instead of zooming up 
over the bleachers in sharp turns 
back to the landing field. His third 
stipulation was that no planes may 
fly at a low altitude over the crowds. 


Stunt fliers, including the foreign 


aces who have thrilled crowds daily 
with their exhibitions, were ordered 
to stay out over the landing field 
hereafter. 


A committee of navy pilots invest 


igated the crash of Lieut. Deshazo's 
plane. It barely missed bleachers fil- 
led with spectators and some of De- 
shazo's brother pilots believe he de- 
liberately maneuvered his ship to 
bring about his own death rather 
than have his plane drop among the 
horror-stricken onlookers. Seven per- 
sons were injured by flying parts 
and burning oil as the plane's gaso- 
line tank exploded, but none of 
them was believed seriously hurt.

The latest unofficial tabulation of 


Tuesday's primary vote, with only 
453 scattered precincts missing out 
of the state's 10,283, gave Rolph 
364.695; Gov. C. C. Young, 339,910. 
Both Young and Fitts conceded vic- 
tory of Rolph and sent then- con- 
gratulations. 


All of California's 11 congressmen 


were renominated. Of these, only 
three had any weighty opposition.

Rolph's Democratic opponent In 


the final election will be Milton K. 
Young, who sought both the Repub- 
lican and Democratic 
nominations. 


Ete was unopposed on the latter tic- 
ket, polling 42,043 votes in 9,747 pre- 
cincts. On the Republican side he 
polled 14,638 votes.

DESCRIBES BUILDING 


A description ot ths building, its 


activities and sources of income was 
given by Mr. Werner in a hearing 
conducted by A. C. Bosser, city at- 
torney. That there are 83 rooms in 
the building", yielding from $3.50 to 
?4.25 a week, with almost a capacity 
house during1 nine months of the 
year, was indicated by Mr. Werner. 
He explained that Iransients could 
secure rooms at $1 a night, if they 
were members of the Y. M. C. A., 
and if not for an additional charge 
of 25 cents, which Is the price of a 
one-night membership. 


The cafeteria, organized primarily 


to serve food to the residents of the 
douse, but nevertheless open to pub- 
lic trade, serves from 150 to 175 
meals daily. 


Mr. "Werner pointed out that the 


cafeteria is open only six hours a 
day, 
from 6:30 to 9 o'clock in the 


morning, from 11:30 to 1 o'clock in 
the afternoon, and from 5:30 to 7 
o'clock in the evening, and therefore 
does not offer serious competition 
to eating houses paying taxes in the 
city. The methods of advertising the 
cafeteria were questioned, revealing 
lhat 
newspaper advertising and 


three billboards, one on the Men- 
asha-i-d, one on the tennis fence, and 
one on the Hortonville-rd are used. 


The scale of prices regarding ac- 


tivities was given, showing that 
members and non-members alike pay 
30 cents a game for billiards, 30 
cents an hour for tennis courts, and 
15 cents for bowling. Boys pay 20 
cents for billiards, 15 cents for ten- 
nis courts, and 15 cents for bowling. 
A charge of 35 cents for the use of 
ths swimming pool is made to non- 
members. The parking space in the 
rear is for members only."

Wisconsin but judged by the present 
this one bids fair to eclipse them a!!. 
Mr. Ekern's assault oa Governor Kohl- 
er as the responsible agent for permit- 
ting an autoload of Chicago gangsters 
to cross the border and satisfy their 
blood lust in Wisconsin \vas so lacking 
in reason and fairness that it did not 
seem to get very far. But "when Mr. 
Kohler approved the plan of the cir- 
cuit judges of Wisconsin for a state 
detective force Senator Elaine saw an 
opportunity to bring to the front one 
of the oldest, bewhiskered chestnuts 
that has ever seen service. The state 
crime detecting force, charges Mr. 
Elaine, is simply the "old spy system"'1, 
by means of which the free people of 
Wisconsin will be enchained. He com- 
pared it to the brutal spy system used 
against the Irish people by Great Brit- 
ain and to the system used by the late 
czar of Russia against the shuddering 
millions in that unhappy land. 
"Its 


principal function," said Mr. Elaine, 
"is to act as strikebreakers and thugs 
and agents of disorder . . . and 
that it will become an instrumentality 
In the hands of privilege to beat down 
the working men, to lord it over citi- 
zens, and to make the state a sort of 
armed camp." 


Wisconsin knows from experience 


that when the criminal element which 
centers in Chicago finds business dull 


. ft now and then makes a foray into ad- 


joining states, its usual object of at- 
tack a bank located in some village or 
smaller city where it does not expect 
much resistance from the authorities. 
The circuit judges of Wisconsin who 
as a class are certainly among our best 
and most sensible people offered as a 
plan to offset these depredations a 
state crime detecting force to be paid 
by the state and under its discipline 
and authority but for the immediate 
use of every threatened community. 
Time is the essential factor to gang- 
sters. They can be successful 
only 


when they can make a get-away be- 
fore the authorities organize and act. 
Obviously each community in the state 
cannot afford the expense of its own 
force, and state police if well organ- 
ized, with the state divided into dis- 
tricts and plans all formulated as to 
how and what to do in case of everr 
conceivable emergency, ought to func- 
tion with a minimum of expense and a 
maximum of efficiency. It is not un- 
natural that the plan should strike 
Governor Kohler as feasible and prac- 
tical. It must have so appealed to most 
people. It has behind it too a history of 
success in other states which have 
used it. 


But Mr. Blaine says it is terrible, 


that under its malignant influence our 
free institutions will crumble, that the 
black cloud of misery and tyranny will 
engulf the people. We must expect to 
see fanners going to their work "with 
the gyves upon their wrists'' and the 
stream of factor}- workers come out 
the gates dragging a ball and chain. 
We should, to be sure of our freedom, 
dismiss all sheriffs and deputies, do 
away with our police force and nation- 
al guard. Are they not too subject to 
the same influences? 


If Tom-Tom Hefiin can think up 


anything better than that as he plunges 
through the canebrakes of Alabama 
Wisconsin's senator may have to take 
second place. Still, with about three 
weeks of campaign ahead who knows 
what diabolical figures the leader of 
Wisconsin's oligarchy may yet see in 
the gathering dusk of a September eve. 


WORKING TOGETHER 


"The 
United States has been acting 


childishly in allowing itself to be held 
back by the fears of unenlightened pol- 
iticians," says Hamilton Holt,- Amer- 
ican editor and educator, who has been 


. in. Europe studying foreign interna- 
tional cooperation. 
"Yet American 


hesitancy in this matter has doubtless 
been^a good thing for developing clos- 
er unity among the European nations. 
It is natural for the nations of Europe 
to feel themselves closer to each other 
than the United States can feel to 
them." 


It is also natural for the nations of 


North and South America to feel clos- 
er to each other than Europe can feel 
to them. Yet our international bonds in 
the western hemisphere seem to have 
weakened lately. The proposed organi- 
zation of Europe should be a good 
thing for America. Regional groups of 
nations may serve a tiseful purpose'in 
the world scheme if, when in operation, 
they give more thought to working 
with each other than antagonizing each 
other.

to bear; but it does seem to grow in- 
creasingly certain, every day, that life

TOLSTOY'S BIRTH 


On August 28, 1S28, Leo Tolstoy, a famous 


Russian novelist and one of the world's greatest 
novelists, was born in the government of Tula, 
Russia. 


He went to the University of Kazan but after 


he graduated he said he knew "literally nothing." 
Induced by his brother, an army officer, to visit 
in Caucasia. Tolstor became to fascinated with 
the life there that he, too, joined the army. It 
was at this time he wrote of his experiences in 
SebastopoL Because his sketches painted the 
horrors of war with its false and real heroes 
with such realism, he soon rose to fame as a 
writer. 


Leaving the army after the Crimean War, Tol- 


stoy decided to devote himself to literature. He 
first went to Germany to add to his learning and 
culture but his exDeriencs there only intensi- 
fied his doubts and disappointments. He had lost 
faith in modem civilization and became a cham- 
pion of the common people, an enemy of the 
artificial upper classes. 


Tolstoy wrote much on education and In his 


later years devoted himself to religious teaching. 
He made "Resist not evil" the keystone of the 
Christian faith. His religious views axe set forth 
in "My Confession." His "War and Peace" is re- 
garded as hia masterpiece but his "Anna Kar- 
enina," largely autobiographical, is the 
more 


popular.

Answer.—It Is not to be recom- 


mended by me. It you retire imme- 
diately after applying tincture of

large dose or repeated doses of iodin 
or iodides may set 
up a marked 


coryza. Possibly the small dose, the 
homeopathic dose, one would inhale 
in that way may give some tempo- 
rary relief in certain cases of hay 
fever. But I do not advise any one 
to try it. This is not just my cold 
and unsympathetic way of dismiss- 
ing a crying need. I still do recom- 
mend the calcium iactate treatment— 
both as preventive and palliative. 
Begin best a -week or two In advance 
of your regular season, taking in- 
ternally, after 
each of the 
three 


meals, 10 grains of calcium lactate. 
with a good drink 
of water, 
and 


continue this for five to 10 weeks, 
provided it does not disturb d-ges- 
tion. Calcium lactate may be had in 
powder or in 5 grain tablets. If you 
can get only the powder, let the 
druggist show you how much 10 
grains is—you can estimate the dose 
approximately enough.

The greater part of the clothing 


for hunters and fishermen is made 
of a good grade of duck or canvas 
cloth and is sold mainly on the man- 
ufacturer's brand. 


Heavyweight duck is almost water- 


proof. As a rule the cloth, in estab- 
lished brands is good; so it is the 
workmanship in a garment that real- 
ly distinguishes the higher from the 
lower grades. In trousers the knees 
should be of double thickness of 
cloth, as is true also of coats, jack- 
ets and other garments, all seams 
should be lapped or doubled and 
tightly sewn. Even in the lighter 
weight ducks it is the labor expend- 
ed on them that counts for the most, 
because the difference in price be- 
tween a good-grade cloth and a poor 
one is such a slight factor that it 
does not pay to use the inferior 
material. 


The shopper is strongly advised to 


make certain that all garments from 
shirts to coats and trousers are full- 
cut and at least one and preferably 
two sizes larger than the every day 
clothing.

The American team won over the 


gallant empire team In the same 
fashion they won the 1928 Olympic 
games at Amsterdam—by immense 
superiority in the field events. Not 
a point did the British score In the 
field, and had their field strength 
been comparable to their power in 
the distance races, the United States 
probably would1 have suffered 
its 


first defeat in the duel meet. 


Eight meet records were wrecked, 


five of them by 
the Americans. 


Starting with the 400-yard relay, the 
opening event, the Americans went 
on to win the pole vault, shot put, 
high jump, 480-yard shuttle hurdle 
relay, hammer throw, broad Jump, 
javelin throw and mile medley relay. 
The Britains triumphed in the one- 
mile relay, the four-mile relay, two- 
mile relay, 
two-mi!e steeplechase, 


and three-mile team race. 


BRITISH WIN* DISTANCES 


While the wearers of the American 


shields were supreme in the field, 
the British gave them a man-sized 
lesson in the distance runs. The 
four-mile relay was a race untfl E- 
H. Thomas of England, hauled up 
with Ray Conger of the Illinois A. C.. 
in the final mile. 
Thomas, who &d 


4:14 in winning the mile in the em- 
pire games at Hamilton, Ont., last 
week, stayed near Conger until the 
last half-mile, but from there on he 
stepped- out and at the finish had a 
lead of 70 yards over the American 
ace. 
His mile was run in just a 


fraction over 4:15, and was as impres- 
sive as any performance in the 
meet- 


The British were no less superior 


in the two-mile relay. 
The first 


half of the race was a coniest, but 
Phil Edwards, former New 
York 


University Xegro star, competing for 
British Guiana ran R. R. Betham, 
Jr., of the Pennsylvania Railroad A.

tion. Enterprise beat Weetamoe in 
their two match races of the official 
trials, but Yankee twice whipped 
Whirlwind, and it had been expect- 
ed the selection committee -would 
send Enterprise out against Yankee 
before making a decision. Yankee's 
most recent victory, last Thursday 
was in time which broke previous 
yachting races, for the thirty mile 
triangular course.
